Gives  Foreign 
Language  Aims

Wilhin  tho  last  fow  years  tcacliors  of 
foreign  languages  have  been  called  upon 
to  rise  in  almost  militant  defence  of 
foreign  language  as  a  part  of  tho  col¬ 
lege  curriculum.  In  tho  .attempitod  clar¬ 
ification  of  our  own  ideas  necessary 
in  order  to  defend  a  subject  in  which, 
wo  bclievo,  wc  are  convinced  that  much 
of  tlie  destructive  criticism  heaped  upon 
ns  is  merited.  As  a  unit  and  as  an  in¬ 
tegral  part  of  tho  present-day  system 
of  education  wo  must  take  our  share 
of  censure  even  as  wo  hope  to  do  our 
slinro  in  tlio  propagation  and  mainten¬ 
ance  of  tho  fundamental  ideals  of  that 
system. 

Tlio  test  of  education  is  its  s'uccess 
in  fitting  men  to  live  together.  The 
proper  adjustment  of  tho  individual  to 
tlie  small  and  largo,  groups  of  which 
ho  is  a  part  can  exist  only  when  under¬ 
standing  and  respect  prevail.  Wo  hear 
much  of  world  relationships,  of  world 
patriotism,  of  international  fraternity, 
and  with  the  egotism  characteristic  of 
u  young  people  wc  point  to  our  now 
conception  of  universal  brotherhood  as 
evidence  of  our  latest  forward  step  in 
the  progress  of  civilization.  In  theory, 
at  least,  this  ideal  has  existed  among 
many  nations.  It  has  boon  tho  avowed 
excuse  for  most  of  our  institutions.  In 
church  and  state  and  school  wo  have 
prided  ourselves  upon  our  social  ideal. 
In  x>ractico,  church  and  school  and 
state  have  fallen  far  short  of  their  pur¬ 
pose,  and  tho  .application  of  the  theory 
has  been  confined  to  a  fow  individuals 
hopelessly  submerged  by  tho  other  ma¬ 
jority.  In  tho  marvelous  dis'play  of  ma¬ 
terial  progress  with  which  wo  acclaim 
our  achievements  and  excuse  our  short¬ 
comings,  wo  have  gone  far  afield,  and 
tho  groat  cataclysm  of  tho  first  quarter 
of  tho  century  gave  the  lie  to  all  our 
fine  theories.  Prejudice  instead  of 
knowledge,  jealousy  instead  of  gener¬ 
osity,  nationalistic  ambition  instead  of 
international  understanding!  These  are 
tho  conditions  which  have  prevailed 
and  under  tlioir  arrangement  all  na¬ 
tions  stand  condemned,  none  more  than 
tho  United  States. 

There  are  certain  aspects  of  our 
American  life  wliich  make  it  easy  for 
us  to  fall  into  the  pitfalls  which  .await 
tho  unwary.  Wo  are  provincial.  Largo 
enough  and  diversified  enough  in  pop¬ 
ulation,  in  resources,  in  backgrounds 
and  in  interest  to  maintain  ourselves  in 
great  part,  wo  feel  eockily  independent, 
self-sufficient,  and  become  enamored 
with  tho  sight  and  sound  of  our  own 
feverish  activity.  Forgetting  that  pro¬ 
gress  and  motion  are  not  synonymous — 
th.at  tlie  dog  who  chases  his  tail  ex¬ 
pends  quite  as  much  energy  and  force 
in  tho  doing  of  it  as,  tho  draught  horse 
who  draws  a  heavy  load,  wo  think  wo 
arc  accomplishing  whatl  It  would  bo 
hard  to  say.  Ambitious  for  tho  tangible 
evidences  of  material  prosperity,  we 
have  been  interested  as  a  people  in  the 
acquisition  of  things — things  which 
have  little  to  do  with  tho  heart,  and 
less  with  tlio  mind. 

How  many  of  our  students  ever  ex¬ 
press  their  hopes  for  tho  next  twenty 
years  other  than  in  terms  of  salary  and 
invostmentl  Too  groat  prosperity,  with 
tho  oxaggorntod  love  for  things  which 
it  engenders,  with  tho  blindness  to  real 
values  which  it  entails,  is  a  great  en¬ 
emy  of  international  intorert.  Particu¬ 
larly  is  tliis  true  of  tho  groat  Missis¬ 
sippi  alloy  in  whieli  wo  are  at  work. 
Living  is  too  easy;  pleasures  are  abun¬ 
dant;  self-denial  is  too  rare  to  make  us 
otlior  than  eoinplaeont,  blind  to  any- 
tliing  but  our  own  interest,  intorna- 
tiomilly  ignorant,  and  content  to  re¬ 
main  so.  Habits  of  self-satisfied  think¬ 
ing  are  erooping  on  us,  which  are  as 
s'tuliborn  as  they  are  menacing. 

I  hope  -  no  one  will  doubt  my  lovo  or 
my  loyalty  to  my  own  state  when  I  say 
that  wo  who  enjoy  tho  fruitfulness  of 
tho  Mississippi  Valley  need  to  wake  up 
to  tho  historical  consciousness  that  it 
is  tho  valloy  civilizations  of  tho  world 
which  have  been  tho  first  to  fall.  Judah 
lasted  longer  tlian  Israel,  probably  be¬ 
cause  tho  fertility  of  tho  northern  state 
made  living  so  oas’y  a  proposition  that 
it  engendered  traits  of'  character  un¬ 
able  to  withstand  tho  inroads  of  an 
offeto  civilization.  In  tho  mountain  and 
)  desert  lands  of  Judah,  ruder,  harder 
j.  human  effort  was  demanded  to  'WTOSt 
<  a  living  from  tho  soli.  So  oioarly  doo^ 
,  human  character  erect  thp.  image  of  its

of  tho  Nile,  of  tho  Euphrates  toll  the 
same  story.  Eich  lands  and  fertile  fields 
are  subtle  agents  in  tho  spiritual  cor¬ 
ruption  of  a  people.  So  tho  unexhaust¬ 
ed  resources  of  this  region — tho  mater¬ 
ial  things  which  tho  Middle  "West  so 
lavishly  provided  her  people  brood  a 
provincialism,  a  s'piritual  apathy  as 
difficult  to  combat  as  tho  radically 
selfish  nationalism  which  has  made 
such  iiroads  on  tho  sane  thought  of 
tho  world.  Western  Europe  struggles  in 
tho  throes  of  an  intense  nationalism. 
Bolshevism  in  Eussia,  the  Pascis'ti  in 
Italy,  tho  Youth  movements  of  Turkey, 
of  Spain,  of  Germany,  which  gave  such

Former  Student 
Gives  Reviews 
for  Missourian

Tlioro  arc  2,400,000  laws  on  tho  fed¬ 
eral,  state,  and  municipal  statute  books 
of  tho  United  States.  Despite  this  fact, 
there  are  5,000  now  bills  before  tho 
present  Congress.  Those  oliservations, 
however,  do  not  make  Brand  Whitlock, 
witing  in  tho  August  Atlantic  Month¬ 
ly,  at  all  pessimistic. 

Although  all  these  statutes  arc  not 
obeyed,  ho  says,  it  docs  not  follow  that 
Americans  are  lawless.  Mr.  Whitlock 
states  that  a  statute  to  bo  a  law  must 
ho  recognized  by  the  entire  community 
as  binding.  A  majority  of  tho  legisla¬ 
tive  body  m.ay  approve  a  bill,  without 
its  being  approved  by  tho  people  rop- 
rosentod  by  that  body. 

These  legislators  imagine  th.at  they 
can.  change  tho  custom  by  changing 
tho  statute,  but,  tho  writer  adds,  they 
can ’t.  Many  of  theso  st.atutos  aro  based 
on  wrong  theories.  So  much  time  is 
spent  onforoing  them,  concludes  Mr. 
Whitlock,  that  no  time  or  effort  is 
left  to  dovoto  to  real  criminals.  Dis¬ 
respect  for  real  law  results. 

A  man  who  has  executed  129  men 
and  one  woman  in  tho  name  of  tho  law, 
I'.as  about  oomo  to  tho  conclusion  that 
tlio  olootric  chair  does  not  sorvo  its  pur¬ 
pose.  They  die  bravely  and  those  on 
tho  outsido  go  on  murdering,  says  Lewis 
E.  Lawe:!,  Warden  of  Sing  Sing  Prison 
in  Collier’s  for  July  12.  Mr.  -Lawes 
cites  a  number  of  his  oxiorponces  that 
seem  to  boar  out  his  conviction. 

In  our  county  jails,  Helen  Buckler, 
writing  in  Good  Housokeoping  Maga¬ 
zine,  sees  one  of  tho  greatest  menaces 
to  our  modern  oivilization.  Unsanitary 
conditions,  slo-w  jury  procoduro,  the 
mixing  of  hardened  orlminals  with  im¬ 
pressionable  first  offenders,  and  brutal, 
indifferent  keepers  servo  to  make  tho 
institution  objoctionablo.  In  concluding 
her  nrtiolc,  however,  Miss  Buckler, 
strikes  a  more  hopeful  note  when  sho 
snys  timt  tho  county  jail  is  going — is 
being  replaced  by  farms  whore  prison¬ 
ers  may  work  under  proper  supervision. 

A  descent  of  more  thap  a  quarter 
inilo  into  tho  ocean  depths-Lthat  is  tho 
feat  aeoomplishod  by  William  Beebe, 
naturalist.

so:i  bottom,  tho  natur.alist  watched  tho 
so.awoed,  sponges  and  mass'os  of  pearl 
shells  through  tho  quartz  window  on 
tho  doscont.  At  COO  foot  ho  saw  a  long 
string  of  salpa — animals  that  drift  thru 
tho  depths  of  tho  ocean.  A  curious 
phenomonon  is  tho  luminosconco.  Pish 
glisten  like  silver;  sparks  as  largo  aS 
a  half-ponny  flash  in  tho  distance. 
Beautiful  colors  and  many  strange 
forms  of  lifo  wore  also  visible  thru  tho 
quartz  ■srindow  that  shut  nine  tons  of 
water  hack  from  tho  naturalist’s  face.

During  tho  evening  President  Lam¬ 
kin  of  tho  Collogo  gave  a  talk  in  which 
ho  p:ud  a  tribute  to  two  Missouri  edu¬ 
cators  and  said  they  would  ho  miss'od 
at  tho  State  Toachors  meeting  .at  Kan-’ 
sas  City  this  fall.  Ho  spoke  of  tho  late 
Curtis  Chrane,  superintendent  of  schools 
of  Boonvillc  who  was  recently  murder¬ 
ed  by  an  inmate  of  tho  Missouri  Eo- 
formatory,  and  of  M.  G.  Neale,  who  has 
boon  made  president  of  tho  University 
of  Idaho,  Prosidont  Lamkin  said  tho 
death  of  Suporintondont  Chrane  should 
s'orvo  as  a  ohallengo  to  tho  state  of 
Missouri  to  prevent  another  such  event. 

Tho  Knights  of  tho  Hickory  Stick 
voted  to  Bond  a  message  of  coiidolonco 
to  Mrs.  Ohrano,  and  to  send  a  telegram 
of  congratulations  and  best  wishes  to 
Mr.  Noalo  in  Idaho. 

G.  E.  Dillo,  superintendent  of  schools 
at  Chilliootho,  gave  a  talk  stressing  the 
valiio  of  school  publicity.  It  is  impor¬ 
tant  that  tho  School  bo  kept  in  tho  pub¬ 
lic  eye,  Mr.  Dillo  told  tho  educators, 
llo  pointed  out  that  tho  average  person 
gives  loss  than  four  per  cent  of  his 
time  to  information  gathering.  Teacli- 
ors,  cliildron  and  janitors  as  well  sliould 
sorvo  as  tho  agents  of  publicity  in  the 
matter  of  school  nows.  Mr.  Dillo  paid 
tribute  to  tho  newspapermen  of  tho 
country,  saying  that  they  wero  always 
ready  to  help  wth  school  publicity. 

0.  C.  Cross'whito,  superintendent  of 
schools  nt  Camoron,  talked  on  tho  fi¬ 
nancial  status  of  school  operation.  Ho 
pointed  out  that  each  educator  should 
know  points  on  accounting,  bonds, 
taxes,  and  should  havo  a  system  of 
keeping  track  of  text  books.  Ho  sug¬ 
gested  that  all  extra-curricular  funds 
should  bo  in  tho  hands  of  tho  faculty, 
preventing  any  organization  going  into 
debt  through  a  carefully  worked  out 
budget  system.  Concerning  thid  Mr. 
Crosawhito  said  that  organizations 
should  havo  freedom  in  ohooking  on 
thoir  funds  but  should  not  bo  allowed 
to  run  into  debt  which  often  cansos 
oinbnrrnssiiiont  for  tho  officers  of  ad¬ 
ministration  of  'tho  seliool. 

LoaUo  G.  Somorvillo  tliseussoil  tho 
project  ho  is  working  out  rolativo  to 
ivhat  hocomorf  of  boys  and  girls  when 
they  drop  out  of  school.  ITo  is  making 
a  study  of  failures  and  is  following 
their  work  nt  tlio  present  to  note  im- 
provomoiita  and  docliues. 

Bert  Cooper,  head  of  tho  Collogo  ex¬ 
tension  dopartmont,  discussed  tho  guid- 
luieo  work,  pnrtioulnrly  among  frosh- 
iiioii,  which  is  being  carried  out  annual¬ 
ly  ill  tho  Collogo. 

Ohavlos  Myors  of  tho  State  dopart- 
inoiit  said  in  a  brief  talk  that  ho  bo- 
llovod  that  along  with  other  causes  of 
fiiiluro  might  bo  listed  that  of  moiigro 
oqiiipmoiit  in  town  and  country  schools.

First  Night  FootbaU  Game  for  S.  T.  0. 

on  Now  Field  Bcsulta  in.  6-6  Tie. 

Night  Gamo  is  Success. 

History  waa  mado  for  8.  T.  C.  and 
tho  Green  and  White  when  more  than. 
2000  football  fans  from  Maryvillo  and 
surrounding  towns  massed  on  th® 
bleachers  at  tho  brand  now  football 
field  to  SCO  the  fighting  Bearcats  all 
dressed  up  in  snappy  now  Green  and 
White  football  togs  battle  with  tho 
Haskell  Indians,  in  the  first  g.amo  of 
tho  1030  season  and  in  tho  first  Night 
Football  gamo  over  played  at  .  tho  Col¬ 
lege. 

For  tho  first  time  names  of  tho  Bo.ar- 
cat  hustlers,  along  with  those  of  the 
Indian  visitors  went  out  over  the  ether, 
play  by  play,  from  broadcasting  sta¬ 
tion  K.  S.  O.,  tho  Berry  Seed  Company 
at  Clarinda,  Iowa.  Wliilo  tho  gamo  witli 
tho  Haskell  Indians,  as  a  game,  wHl 
not  niako  history  sinoo  it  waa  rather 
draggy  in  spots  and  replete  with  many 
fumbles,  yet  thoso  who  attended  tvill 
never  forget  tho  thrill  whicli  they  rc- 
coived  when  they  first  came  on  the 
brilliantly  lighted  field.  Even  Coach 
Lofty  D.avis  said  that  the  boys  wore  so 
dressed  up  ho  could  scarcely  tell  who 
was  ■who  when  they  were  whirling  and 
ivarming  up  for  tho  scrap  on  tho  now 
field,  just  before  tho  starting  whistle 
sounded. 

Prom  tho  time  tho  crowd  first  began 
to  arrive  on  tho  field  at  seven  o’clock 
until  tlio  final  whistle  blow  at  10:15

Without  hesitation  they 
would  acclaim  Tliomns  Jefferson  tho 
world’s  greatest  statesman — Edison  her 
scientist  par  excellence,  and  Henry 
Ford  chief  among  economists — provid¬ 
ed,  of  course,  that  tho  last  term  wore 
explained  to  them.  Tho  idea  that  whilo 
tho  United  States,  may  have  potential¬ 
ities  as  groat  ns  or  greater  than  those 
of  any  nation,  she  has  yet  to  prove  her¬ 
self,  is  astoundingly  new  to  them.

“It  is  well-nigh  impossible  to  do  mur 
dor  by  gunfire  without  leaving  a  host 
of  clues,  ns  clear  as  a  printed  page  to 
tho  firearms  export,’^  Mr.  Coggswoll 
begins.  “Here  s'tood  tho  victim  and 
hero  tho  killer,  says  tho  export,  and 
generally  ho  is  right,’’  comments  the 
writer. 

He  continues  with  tho  story  of  an 
oxcollontly  planned  murder,  in  which 
a  young  man  murdered  his  brother-in- 
law,  .and  .succeeded -for  a  time  in  throw¬ 
ing  tho  guilt  upon  a  neighbor.  Ho  was 
finally  detected  when  a  ballistric  ox 
port  discovered  that  tho  bullet  used 
was  4-lOOOths  of  an  inch  smaller  than 
that  taken  by  tho  .32  calibre  gun  own¬ 
ed  by  tho  accused  neighbor.  After  read¬ 
ing  tho  article,  tho  reader  just  about 
concludes  that  it  is  impossible  to  com¬ 
mit  a  perfect  crime. 

A  rather  unusual  comment  on  com¬ 
munism  is  “Tho  Beal  Communist  Dan¬ 
ger,’’  an  editorial  taken  from  the  July 
30  issue  of  tho  “New  Freeman.’’  Quot¬ 
ing  President  Butler  of  Columbia  Uni¬ 
versity,  it  states:  “Whether  wo  like  it 
or  not,  tho  fact  is  that  140  millions  of 
cpople  are  experimenting  with  an  alter¬ 
native  inodo  of  economic,  political  and 
social  control.’’ 

Communist  propoganda,  he  continues, 
should  not  bo  viewed  with  .alarm  until 
tho  communistic  s'ystom,  itself,  has  be¬ 
come  successful — the  only  substantial 
propoganda  for  a  roi  olutlonary  move¬ 
ment  is  success.  Again  it  speaks  badly 
for  our  own  .  tolerance  when  wo  jail, 
club  .and  blacklist  native  communists. 

Tho  Communist  Mind  in  Action,’’ 
by  Isabelle  Keating  from  tho  North 
American  Beview  aims  to  familiarize 
tho  reader  with  tho  communist’s  creed. 
Their  c.ausc,  explains  tho  writer,  is  tho 
leveling  of  classes,  until  tho  need  of 
economic  struggle  is  done  aw.ay  with. 
They  would  do  this  by  immediate  revo¬ 
lution.  They  spread  their  doctrines 
through  their  members,  in  their  schools, 
and  in  their  press. 

Their  leaders  aro  developed  from  col¬ 
lege  students' who  have  grown  disgust¬ 
ed  with  tho  present  regime,  and  from 


Howard  Wray 
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tho  ranks  of  tho  communists  thomselves. 
These  loaders  believe  that  there  is 
enough  discontent  in  America  to  bring 
about  revolution,  and  that  tho  farming 
class  will  bo  an  important  factor  in 
this  revolt. 

Among  tho  Communists’  battle  cries 
are  “Seven-hour  day  and  five-day 
week;’’  “For  unemployment  insur- 
ancej’’  “Against  imperialist  wars;’’- 
‘.‘On  ivith  tho  fight  for  work  and 
wages.’’  Their  motto  is  “Learn  while 
you  fight.’’ 

An  inferiority  complex  is  developed 
early  in  life  according  to  Edoliard 
Claparedo  in  an  article  on  tho  subject 
taken  from  tho  Bovuo  do  Geneve,  Switz¬ 
erland.  Inferiority  ros'ults  from  a 
chocking  of  the  child’s  instinct  of 
domination,  says  tho  writer. 

“Don’t  do  this,’’  “Don’t  touch 
that,’’  “Bo  still,’’ — those  commands 
coming  from  well-meaning  but  ignorant 
parents,  cheeks  tho  childs  natural  de¬ 
sire  to  manipulate  and  control,  and  in¬ 
feriority  results.  Tho  old  formal  discip¬ 
line  and  the  . practice  of  seating  chil¬ 
dren  according  to  ability  'in  school  also 
fosult  in  a  feeling  of  inferiority. 

Tho  natural  euro  for  this  twisted 
mental  state  is  the  development  of  a 
superior  talent.  Often  this  is  impossible 
and  tho  victim  hides  his  shortcomings, 
brags,  seeks  a  gratification  of  his  de¬ 
sires  through  fiction.  Bitterness,  pessi¬ 
mism,  discouragement  often  res'ult. 

Better  than  a  cure  of  the  malady  is 


its  prevention.  This  may  bo  effected, 
says  tho  author,  by  lending  the.  child  to 
want  to  do  what  ho  does.  Develop  all 
tho  child’s  hidden  aptitudes  so  that  ho 
will  have  a  feeling  of  superiority  in  at 
least  one  lino.  Tho  inferior  child  must 
bo  treated  with  symipnthy  and  love  ia 
tho  conclusion. 

Senate  inquisitors,  who  attempt  to 
investigate  tho  businesfs  of  private  citi¬ 
zens  in  tho  matter  of  taxes,  market 
gambling,  and  lobbying,  may  bo  within 
thei  rlcgal  rights,  biit  they  too  often 
fail  to  respect  tho  rights  of  tho  citizens, 
thbmsolvos.  Tho  high-handed  moans 
taken  by  these  investigators  is  seen  by 
John  T.  Flynn,  writing  in  August  Har¬ 
per’s  ns  a  cause  for  alarm  among  those 
who  value  tho  freedom  of  tho  Ameri¬ 
can  citizen. 

Ad  a  'biologist,  an  cx^soldibr,  an  Euro¬ 
pean,  and  a  marribd  man,’J.  B.  S.  Hal¬ 
dane  writes  in  tho  Nation,  “What  I 
Boliovo. ’’  His  beliefs  may  bo  summed 
up  in  tho  following  statements:  Mar¬ 
riage  requires  much  effort,  but  offers 
abundant  rbwafds,  psychologically  and 
intcllcctu.ally.  Europe,  a  sick  nation 
today,  still  leads  the  world  in  science, 
literature,  art,  and  music.  Its  euro  is  a 
federation  of  states.  Europe  should 
learn  from  America  but  should  not  imi¬ 
tate  her.  People  need  to  regard  things 
from  a  more  scientific  Viewpoint.  This 
is  a  dangerous,  but ,  .'in  extremely  in¬ 
teresting  age.  He  is  glad  that  he  lives 
now.
